MLss  He  Cully  stated  that  cm  November  22,  1943*  she  and  Mrs.  Avery  Davis 
were  standing  on  the  front  steps  of  the  Isms  School  Boo:-  Depository  at  12t30  PM* 
and  were  watching  the  Presidential  pereds.  She  eaw  the  President**  cer  go  by,  and 
as  the  oar  proceeded  down  toward  the  triple  underpass,  ;ht  heard  three  shots.  'Xhe 
shots  sounded  like  they  cane  fros  the  ri^it  aids  of  the  building  in  the  arcade. 

She  stated  that  she  started  running  to  see  what  was  happening,  and  saw  the 
President's  oar  speed  off.  She  heard  a wooan  scream,  and  then  she  went  back 
into  the  building.  She  than  started  to  leave  the  building  again  and  was  stopped 
tv  the  polios  who  had  entered  the  building  after  the  shooting.  Hies  Me  Cully 
stated  she  knew  Oswald  by  sight,  and  had  seen  him  in  the  building  on  different 
occasions,  but  did  not  recall  seeing  him  on  MovemLor  22,  1963.  Miss  tk  Cully 
states  that  she  did  not  know  Jack  kuby.  Mies  tic  Cully  stated  she  left  the  build- 
ing at  2lC0  or  2i30,  November  22,  1963,  and  went  hems.
